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Contract extension offered 
as swap for salary freeze

{ If teachers turn down the offer, 
* there is a possibility teachers will 
“get no salary increase during the 

“three year life of a new contract. 
Both the school committee and 
‘othe Wilmington Finance Commit- 
*tee have urged WTA members to 
consider a salary freeze in order to 
*save jobs. Dr. Shirley Callan, 


school board chairman, said while 
her committee couldn't give 
teachers "a blanket guarantee" that 
no staff members would lose their 
jobs, the WTA was assured "we 
would do everything we could not 
to lay people off." 

Callan, fellow committcemen 
Aldo Caira and Peggy Kane, and 
school attorney Alan Altman met 
with the WTA executive board last 
Thursday on the committee's offer. 
That offer, said Dr. Callan, was 
"the very best proposal that we 
could make," She added that her 
board met in executive session until 
late Wednesday night and agreed, 
in the face of the unsettled fiscal 
situation facing the town, this was 
not only the best but the only offer 
the board could make, 

I just hope they don't turn us 


down because we have no place to 
go,” said the chairman. 

WTA President John Wood said 
he was "surprised" that the com- 
mittee wouldn't consider a counter 
offer. He added his executive board 
had given some thought to a 
proposal being accepted in other 
communities facing similar finan- 
cial difficulties. That proposal 
would allow for a salary freeze 
now and the deferral of the seven 
percent raise until individual tea- 
chers choose to take it. 

Wood said the school board's 
proposal will be brought before the 
entire WTA membership Thurs- 
day. Neither Callan nor Wood 
were willing to disclose the exact 
figures in the offer until after that 
meeting. 


Concom nixes 
Concord Street proposal

* A controversial project slated for 
"Concord Street was recently denied 
by the Wilmington Conservation 
Commission, 
On March 20, the board voied to 
issue a denial order of conditions to 
the applicant, Edward McLaugh- 


lin. The project was denied because 
the commission felt the notice of 
intent and the design of the pro- 
posed office building, parking lot, 
and detention area would not "pro- 
perly or adequately” protect ‘the 
Statutory interests of the Wetlands 
Protection Act. Those interests 


include protection of wildlife, 
fisheries, public and private water 
supply, and the groundwater 
supply as well as the prevention of 
pollution, floods; and storm 
‘damage: 

The plan, which was under 
review by commissioners during 
the last four months, had been 
revised three times to cut back 
impacts and make the proposal 
more palatable to the board. Du- 
ring the ongoing hearing, commis- 
sioncrs pointed t6 several concerns 
they had with the proposal. These 
included proximity to Lubbers 
Brook, which flows into the Ip- 
swich River and a public water 
supply; lack of a buffer zone to the 
wetlands; and the likelihood of 
flooding during the 100 year 
storm. In her 19 page denial 
report, Conservation Administra- 
tor Eileen Chabot outlined the 
concerns in more detail. She said 
her board needed more infor- 
mation showing how the applicant 
planned to prevent toxic substances 
and sediments from runoff and 
flood waters from getting into the 
wetlands and groundwater. Chabot 
also said there were not enough 
mechanisms to remove pollutants 
from the site and pointed out, once 
a total of 162 trees are removed to 
make way for the proposed build- 
ing, any capacity to slow down 
flood waters would be "drama- 
tically" lessened. In addition, the 
administrator said commissioners 
felt the impacts to wetlands could 
have been eliminated. In the latest 
plan, 150 square feet of wetlands 
and 2,200 square feey of floodplain 
would be disturbed. 

Besides the multiple rcasons 
given for the denial, the report 
contained supporting documents 
and memoranda from other town 
departments and boards.

Anonymous letter causes flap

An anonymous letter addressed to 
senior citizens at Deming Way 
caused quite a furor at Tuesday's 
meeting of the Wilmington Hou- 
sing Authority. 

Over 70 copies of the letter were 
mailed to the tenants and local 
newspapers as well as the office of 
the WHA Executive Director. The 
letter criticized WHA Chairman 
Michael Donovan for allegedly 
making political statements at a 
recent tenan| sociation meeting 
and for seeking headlines in the 
paper. It also targeted association 
President Jo Wakefield and former 
WHA member Betty Keough for 
"following" Donovan. The letter 
claimed Donovan told tenants he 
was “working” for Dot Butler, 
who is seeking the open seat on the 
housing authority in April's elec- 
tion, and asked for their support. 
"This pressure movement was 
disgusting," said the letter writer. 

On Tuesday, Donovan informed 
his board the only accurate part of 


the letter was that he was present at 
the mecting. He said he does 
support Butler's candidacy because 
he feels there should be a member 
of the tenants’ association on the 
housing authority. However, Do- 
novan added, "my remarks were 
limited (and) there was no arm 
twisting." 

Others also took exception to the 
letter, 

"I think the letter is way out of 
line," said an angry Wakefield 
adding that at the association 
mecting "there was no coercing on 
my part." The president explained 
she brought up Butler's name to see 
if tenants were willing to endorse 
her for the WHA. Butler received 
the unanimous support of the 
association. 

Keough said she resented the 
implication in the letter that she is 
being led by Donovan. She said she 
was not a "follower" of anyone. 

"This person went to great ex- 
tremes to stay anonymous, There's 
alot of anger in this letter,” said 
Keough.

Conservation 
commission allows 
farmland filling

A request to fill farmland off 
Main Street met with approval by a 
majority of the Wilmington Con- 
servation Commission despite the 
fact that three and a quarter acres 
are reportedly in wetlands and six 
acres are in a floodplain. 

The commission voted three to 
two on March 20 to grant applicant 
Joseph Yentile an agricultural 
exemption from the Wetlands Pro- 
tection Act so he can fill a portion 
of his land. Tom Roussell, John 
White, and Bill McKinnon voted in 
favor of the exemption; Chairman 
Dennis Poltrino and Gary Mercer 
voted against the exemption; and 
Margaret Imbimbo and Don 
Ugolini were not present at the 
meeting. ; 

Yentile told the board earlier he 
needed to raise his land two to 
three feet to circumvent flooding 
problems and more effectively use 
his land to grow produce. The 
board was sympathetic to Yentile's 
plight but told him to hire an 
engineer to map out the arca and 
designate the floodplain line. At 
their last meeting, engineer 


Bernard Pacquin presented a 
conceptual grading plan of the 
farm to commissioners, The plan 
was unsigned and unstamped. 

According to Conservation Ad- 
ministrator Eileen Chabot, a 
majority of the board favored 
Yentile’s request, largely to keep 
the land open and free of 
commercial development. Chabot 
said she would have preferred that 
the project be scaled down to 
minimize impacts to the wetlands 
and floodplain, Chabot said com- 
missioners also informed Yentile 
he would most likely have to obtain 
water quality certification from the 
state and a permit from the federal 
government under the Clean Water 
Act. 

A Determination of Applicability 
containing six conditions was is- 
sued by the commission at the end 
of the month. Among other things, 
the conditions place a limit on all 
filling below the 83 contour as 
shown on the conceptual plan and 
details the type of fill to be used. 

The deadline to appeal the com- 
mission's decision to the Depart- 
ment of Environmental Protection 
is April 10. 


Complaint filed 
against barn owner

A criminal complaint is being 
filed against local residents Joc and 
Rose Yentile for failing to comply 
with orders of the Wilmington 
Board of Health.

unsafe and should be taken down. 
Ata prior meeting, health officials 
said they were prepared to con- 
demn the building and asked that 
the Yentiles come back with 
reasons why the barn should not be 
torn down. When the owners failed 
tq, show up.this week,. the d 
voted unanimously to follow 
through on a criminal complaint. 
Members held off, however, on a 
decision made earlier in the 
evening to seek a criminal com- 
plaint against Robert Corey of 


Sunshine Investment Trust. The 
board said, because there is still 
debris on Corey's Ainsworth Road 
Property and he wasn't in atten- 
dance, they would file the com- 
plaint in court. About twenty 
minutes later, Corey arrived and 
told the board he would have 
difficulty clearing a truck trailer 
off his land because it allegedly 
belongs to his neighbor Mr. 
McDonough. “Without~title;—he 
cotildn't even junk the vehicle, he 
said. Corey also said he had tried 
years ago to remove old tires on his 
land but he didn't know where to 
take them. The board said there 
were a number of places which 
would take the tires. Corey said he 
would work on cleaning up the 
Property and return to the board in 
two weeks to report on his 
progress. Officials gave Corey a 
four to six week timeframe to abate 
the nuisance. They also voted not to 
proceed with the criminal com- 
plaint until they see how Corey 
complies with their order. 


Home declared 
unfit after complaints

League 
converges 
on 'The Hill 


The League of Women Voters of 
Wilmington was among 80 local 
leagues who attended an annual 
gathering of State League members 
known as "Day on the Hill." Over 
300 League members heard 
Governor Weld’s discussions of the 
budget and the LWV's plans for 
action on fiscal recovery and 
downsizing government. 

"Working out the balance 
between what is practical and what 
is desirable is the difficult task we 
will share with the legislative and 
executive branches,” said Barbara 
Sullivan, League representative. 
League members met with their 
state representatives and senators 
to discuss realistic goals for the 
newly elected legislature. The 
following are some of the areas in 
which the League recommended 
change. 

The League supports the loosen- 
ing of 2 1/2, the removal of fixed 
costs such as pensions and debt 
service from the levy limit, and 
raising MBTA fares. The League 
also supports the Governor's use of 
his authority to reorganize the 
executive branch to acheive greater 
efficiencies in government.

Improvements made 
at Continental Cable

In recent months, Continental 
Cable has been successful in 
improving customer service, 
training employees to better meet 
subscribers’ needs, and making 
technical improvements, according 
to Area General Manager Leonard 
Tamarro, 

In an update to the Wilmington 
Board of Selectmen last month, 
Tamarro said the company has 
made great strides since he came on 

. For example, when an 
xcess Of signals were found to be 
leaking out of the system, the 
ystem was tightened up. This 
action minimized interference such 
as "ghosting" on a television 
screen, said the manager. Yet to be 
resolved is the problem of 
subscribers who install or lay their 
own cables and connectors rather 
than letting the professionals 
handle the job. Tamarro said many 
do-it-yourself subscribers, who 
hope to save money, use inferior 
cable or equipment that is not 
properly. shielded and-this causes 
interference in gther customers’ 
homes. Tamarro urged subscribers 
to use the company's cable, which 
is thicker and more resilent and 
sclls for ten cents a foot, and at 
least let company technicians 


advise them. 

Community Relations Manager 
Michael Leone said the cable 
company has tried to get actively 
involved in the community. Along 
these lines, he said, there have been 
donations made to the Wilmington 
Business/ School Partnership and 
new programming efforts designed 
to educate students. 

The Cable in the Classroom pro- 
gram provides blocks of non-com- 
mercial educational programs for 
school use. In May, said Leone, 
Wilmington teachers will learn 
more about this unique program at 
an in-service workshop. A Kids for 
Conscrvation program has been 
designed for elementary and mid- 
dic school students to help 
youngsters learn more about 
environmental iss: Burlington 
recently received $30,000 worth of 
matcrials to pilot this program, 
Leone said. Continental Cable has 
also raised approximately $12,000 
by taking a portion of its 
installation costs. That money will

Sewer system politics

People hoping to move into new condo units at 
Shawsheen Commons in Wilmington are being 
used as pawns by a federal judge trying to force 
the Massachusetts Legislature to act on 
accepting a Walpole site as a dump for sewer 
grit and other waste. 

The matter relates to the federally-mandated 
cleanup of Boston Harbor, For some 20 years, 
the old MDC sewer district did nothing about 
improving the sewer system, Development 
continued, the system aged, and the harbor 
became increasingly polluted. 

In 1986, the job of fixing the sewers was 
tumed over to a new agency, the Mass. Water 
Resources Authority (MWRA). Former Public 
Utilities Commissioner Paul Levy heads up the 
MWRA. While he is often targeted by certain 
self-appointed experts for his being well-paid, 
this writer tends to view him as being in a 
position where he must perform on many levels 
in an extremely difficult job. He is managing 
one of the largest construction projects ever 
undertaken in the state, worth some $6 billion. 
He has several bosses to whom he must report: a 
board of directors, an advisory board, Judge 
David Mazzone, the governor, the legislature 
and last but not least, the people of 
Massachusetts. 

Levy did not cause the problems, nor did he 
mandate the clean-up, but he is under the gun to 
get the job done, 

Judge Mazzone is now giving the people of 
Massachusetts some inkling of what the court 
will do if Levy is not allowed to do that job. 

The MWRA has selected a site in Walpole to 
be used as a dump for materials screened out of 
the sewage. And while the site has passed both 
federal and state environmental tests, it is not 
exactly the most popular thing to hit the town of 
Walpole. Wilmington residents will recall the 
strong local opposition to a proposal for a 
sludge-composting facility that was under 
consideration by the MWRA a couple of years 
ago. After some study and considerable 
lobbying, that site on Andover, Street was 
dropped. 

Walpole's opposition has caused the 
Massachusetts Legislature to vote in December 
for the fourth time against acceptance of the 
site. The new govemor at first-vowed that the 
dump would not be located in Walpole. Now he 
is finding himself in the difficult situation of 
having to rethink his position. On Tuesday, he 
asked the judge for 120 days to come up with 
another site, with three towns named as 
possibilities. 


Judge Mazzone has issued a moratorium on all 
new hookups to the MWRA sewer system until 
the Legislature approves the Walpole dump site. 
His position is that he cannot allow further 
pollution of the harbor as long as the 
Legislature refuses to take the necessary steps to 
correct the problem. 

The problem is that those in no position to act 
are being squeezed the hardest. Jay Tighe, 
developer of Shawsheen Commons, tells of 
people who have sold their houses and are 
waiting to pass papers on their new living units 
in Tighe's development. The physical 
connection to the sewer is actually done, but 
nobody can move in until the judge says okay. 
The homebuyers are literally in a position of 
having to wait for the Massachusetts Legislature 
to act before they can flush a toilet. 

How ironic. How unfair! 

The problem is not unique to Wilmington, of 
course. Other developments in the MWRA 
district have similar problems. The judge is 
counting on the collective pressure of the people 
involved with these many developments to force 
the Legislature's hand. There is some indication 
that some legislators are working on new 
legislation to approve the Walpole site. 

Although the judge is not setting off bombs or 
using violent means, he is employing the 
terrorist-like tactic of hurting innocent victims 
to force others to action. 

If the good judge can find no other way to 
apply pressure to legislators than to penalize 
homebuyers who have almost no relationship to 
the problem, then he should hang up his robes. 
He is applying hardship to a small segment of 
the general population to achieve ends that 
although laudable are certainly not worthy of 
the tactics he has chosen to employ. 

If nothing else, the judge is eroding the 
credibility of his position. The power only 
works if it is used properly, and every decision 
reflects either wisdom or a lack thereof. 

In a sense, the judge has painted himself into a 
corner. There is no reason for a Walpole 
legislator to change his vote because people in 
Wilmington are under a hardship. Rep. Jim 
Miceli voted in favor of the Walpole site. 
Neither Rep. Rob Krekorian nor Marianne 
Brenton were seated at the time of the last vote. 
The local delegation bears no responsibility for 
the lack of legislative approval. 

Yes, the sewer system needs improvement, 


,and the harbor is in need of a cleanup. But 


placing homebuyers under potentially ruinous 
economic pressure will only erode public 
support for the cleanup effort.

A recent news item told of an 
airplane crash, in Senagal, in which 
about 60 Senegalese soldiers were 
killed. The plane was Saudi 
Arabian and was returning the 
soldiers from Kuwait, where they 
had taken part in the combined 
military action against Saddam 
Hussein. 

To the world at large that news 
item was not of any special import. 
The publisher of the Town Crier, 
however, transported Senegalese 
soldiers on two occasions during 
World War II, while he was in 
command of a troop ship, the 
Benjamin Goodhue. 

Senegal is a country on the 
"bulge" of Africa. It's principal 
seaport, Dakar is the western most 
city in Africa. Before and during 
World War II Senegal was a part 
of the colonial empire of France.

writer's command carried French 
Colonial troops during six voyages 
from Oran, in North Africa, to 
Naples in Italy. Such a voyage was 
about 1200 miles long, a distance 
about equal to one from Nova 
Scotia to Key West. 

The Senegalese were only a small 
part of the troops carried on the 
Goodhue, one voyage to Naples, 
and later one voyage to Marseilles, 
in France. Other troops carried 
were Algerian, Tunisian, Goums 
(Moraccan) and some from 
African tribes from the Sahara 
desert, the names of which are 
forgotten. 

One episode had nothing to do 
with the Senegalese. It was the time 
the steward served baked beans to 
Goums, Larz could see those 
Moroccan soldiers from the 
bridge, happily shoveling down the 
beans from their mess kits, and he 
wondered if they would discover. 
they were eating pork. 

A first class riot could occur. The 
Koran strictly forbids the eating of 
pork, and like the other soldiers 
from North Africa the Goums 
were Moslem. But they did not find 
out. 

Whether or not the Senegalese 
were Moslem Larz did not know, 
but the steward at that time was 
more careful about what he served. 
The best way to describe the 
Senegalese is to say they were 
black, and they Were gentlemen. 
The officers were French, as were 
some of the petty officers, 

The Senegalese who were landed 
in Italy took part in the 
multi-national battle which lasted 
nearly six months, north of Naples, 
against German troops. Readers 
may remember that part of the 
fighting was about a monastery 
called Monte Casino, 

It is quite possible that some of 
those Senegalese lost their lives in 
that fighting, It is also possible that 
some of them lived, and became 
grandfathers to those. soldiers. who.

Surprisingly, mud puddles are important 


by Bill Conlon 

The little mud puddle that forms 
in the woods behind your property 
in spring may be more important 
than you might realize. 

Yes, mud puddles are important. 
Town Crier sports guy Rick Cooke 
grumped at this topic, feeling that a 
mud puddle wasn't worth the page 
space. He's not alone in that belief, 
but a spring mud puddle is more 
crucial than most folks realize. 

The Mass. Audubon Society right 
now is monitoring such a puddle in 
Amherst, Mass., because a species 
of endangered salamander is trying 
to breed there. The town has placed 
a plastic pipe under a busy road in 
Amherst, so the salamanders will 
be able to cross the road to their 
breeding area, without ending up as 
Michelin mash, 

By summer, that little salamander 
puddle will be dried up and gone. 
But for a few precious weeks in the 
spring, all manner of wildlife will 
be breeding there. 

Wetlands are defined by the plant 
life found there, and it's the plants, 
not the standing water, which is the 
legal border of a swamp. Builders 
cringe at the sound of "Bordering 
Vegetative Wetlands" because that's 
the legal wetlands edge that a town 
conservation commission will use, 
and the BVW boundary limits the 
space available for building. 

The commission then sets limits 
on where work can be done, where 
haybales should go to halt the flow 
of any sediment into the wetlands, 
and a host of other stipulations. 

Tricky stuff, really. We can only 
hope the conservation commissions 
are stringent in doing their duty 
(ahem), President Bush promised 
us "no net loss of wetlands" in his 
campaign for office (ahem, again) 
and we hope he's right too. 

But there's another whole branch 


»-of-wetlands.now_under study, and 


the state's Department of Environ- 
mental Protection is working on it. 
A few years ago, temporary mud 
puddles weren't even considered as 
wetlands. Now they are. 

This new field of wetlands study 
deals with "vernal pools," which we 
now know are crucial to countless 
aquatic life forms. Vernal pools 
play a key role in spring breeding, 
and just lately have we recognized 
the importance of these temporary 
wet patches. Countless vernal pools 
were simply plowed under, even as 
swamps were coming under federal 
and state protection. 

Vernal pools are temporary mud 
puddles, usually without a stream 
flow to feed them. Most vernal 
pools, in fact, are under 100 feet 
across, and they're only wet for a 
few months or even weeks of the 
year. You've probably seen a dozen 
vernal pools in your travels without 
recognizing them. They're marshy 
spots in the middle of the woods, 
and you probably walked around it 
to keep your feet dry. 

Now we know that all sorts of 
wild life will use a vernal pool for 
breeding purposes. 


Aquatic-based wildlife such as the 
tortises and land turtles, newts, 
wood frogs and salamanders need 
vernal pools for breeding. Green 
frogs and bullfrogs are commonly 
found in ponds and lakes, but the 
wood frog family (and that's a big 
family) lives entirely in woods. As 
all, frogs must breed in water, did 
you ever stop to wonder where the 
wood frogs breed? 

Some vernal pools, and plenty of 
otherwise common swamps, can be 
found right now by listening for the 
song of spring peepers, if we ever

get temperatures above 40°F again 

Temporary vernal pools weren't 
considered true wetlands before, as 
they were usually written off as just 
spring puddles caused by the high 
water table, or as an isolated land 
subject to flooding. Not so, Vernal 
pools usually reoccur every spring, 
in the same location, and can serve 
as a breeding place for wildlife for 
up toa mile around or more, 

Without the vernal pools, entire 
species were being wiped out, and 
we didn't know why. 

Not so anymore. 

The Massachusetts DEP is trying 
to locate and catalogue yernal pools 
in the Commonwealth, although the 
guidelines are confusing. Give the 
DEP a call at 617-935-2160 and ask 
for their wetlands division, to get 
more information on vernal pools.

Tewksbury concom 
reviews plans for. 


by Bill Conlon 

A long-awaited town project was 
brought up for discussion Monday 
with the Tewksbury Conservation 
Commission. 

Tewksbury DPW Superintendant 
Bill Burris presented plans, drawn 
up by GCG Associates, for a water 
main to run from North Street to 
South Street, to improve the water 
pressure in South Tewksbury. 

Mention was made in town last 
year of such a water improvement 
project, and the Monday night visit 
to the conservation commission was 
the first official look at the plans. 

Engineer Mike Carter from GCG 
told the commission that five areas 
of wetlands crossings are needed to 
complete the project: 

- A stream crossing the road near 
Crystal General Store must be cros- 
sed by the proposal 20-inch water 
line, Carter said the water main 
will be installed underneath the 36- 
inch culvert crossing Route 38. He 
added that haybales and filter paper 
will be needed to control siltation in 
the area, as there is no curbing. 

- A small stream which crosses 
Route 38 opposite Colonial Drive is 
likewise in need of haybales and silt 
control paper, and that culvert will 
also be passed under by the water 
line. 

- The water main will pass over a 
pipe which crosses Route 38 near

Mahoney's Too. Curbs along the 
main road will control most silt at 
the site, 

- The water main will be installed 
on the north side of Main Street at 
the point where the brook appears 
between Dunkin’ Donut and Burger 
King. Still, the water line will be 
put underneath the existing culvert. 

- Crossing the Shawsheen River is 
going to be conducted in two stages, 
Carter said, and will be done on the 
slope of the riverbank and not on 
the paved bridge surface. One half 
of the water main will be installed 
under the riverbed, he said, during 
summer months when the river is a 
foot or so deep, then the second half 


-of the river will be crossed. No fill 


will be put in the river, Carter said, 
and the Shawsheen will be returned 
to original condition after the water 
line is installed, 

All of the water line installation is 
planned within the Route 38 right- 
of-way, Carter said. 

Carter told the commission that 
all of the water-line installation will 
hopefully be completed within 180 
days, which prompted a sneer from 
chairman Bill Hallisey, who helped 
to coordinate sewer installation in 
his tenure as a town selectman, 

"Six and a half or seven months," 
Hallisey said, "and you're lucky,” 

There were no comments from 
abutters, and the public hearing was 
closed.

Master Plan -- a close up

To better educate voters about the 
proposed Master-Zoning Plan, to be 
voted at Tewk$bury's Annual Town 
Meeting in May, the Town Crier 
will present a series of local maps 
in coming editions. A larger town 
zoning map will be presented at the 
town meeting. 

Hopefully, by providing focus on 
aspects of the Master Zoning Plan, 
we will give voters a better under- 
standing of the larger issue facing 
them next month. Members of the 
Master Zoning Plan Committee put 
three years of work into this plan, 
and perhaps their biggest concern is 
that the voters might be afraid of so 
large an issue as the rezoning of the 
town. 

The last rezoning of Tewksbury 
was done in 1956, with only minor 


changes made since then. The new 
plan is the first Master Plan for the 
town, and addresses a number of 
key issues. 

The above map shows the Main 
Street - Hinckley Road area, one of 
two proposed uses of the "Transit- 
tional" Zone (TR) in the town. The 
other is located at the intersection 
of North Street and Andover Street 
(Route 133). 

The TR zone provides for small, 
Office-style businesses, such as den- 
tists’ and insurance companies, with 
strict limits placed on signs, hours 
of operation, and so on. In fact, Dr. 
Barry Puchkoff, DDS, and Gleason 
Insurance fall within the the area of 
the above map _ sections. 
Transitional zones are intended to 
separate residential areas from the 
commercial - industrial areas.

STONEHAM - The effort 
endorsed by the Board of 
Selectmen, the Stoneham 
Transportation Committee is in 
unorthodox pursuit of an $80,000 
grant to provide townwide mini- 
bus service: MBTA officials are 
deciding whether Stoneham should 
have access to money currently 
unused by Needham and 
Weymouth - Stoneham is the first 
community to request such funds, 
and the MBTA has to create a poli- 
cy to accommodate that request.

Shari notes that big part of occu- 
pational therapy is education, since 
many injuries are preventable-par- 
ticularly those which are work- 
related. 


"There's a category of injuries 
known as cumulative trauma disor- 
ders that result from repetitive 
motions such as typing or working 
on an assembly line,” she explains, 
In fact, a report issued last 
November by the Federal Bureau 
of Labor Statistics found that 52% 
of all work-related injuries are now 
cumulative trauma disorders. 


Carpal Tunnel Syndrome, the 
“disease of the 90's," is an example. 
It is a painful ailment caused by 
damage to the sensitive median 
nerve of the wrist, which controls 
sensation in the hand. Some people 
may eventually lose grip strength 
or feeling in their hands, making 
them unable to perform routine 
tasks, including their jobs. 


"We see Carpal Tunnel 
Syndrome a lot in people who work 
all day at computers," says Shari. 
"One of the simplest ways to pre- 
vent this type of injury is to take 
short breaks throughout the day for 
quick stretches. And keyboards 
should be placed so that the user's

“We should have 17-hungry

Deer season totals announced 


Nearly 7,000 deer were taken in 
1990 during the Massachusetts 
three deer seasons and one special 
hunt according to figures released 
recently by the Massachusetts 
Division of Fisheries and Wildlife, 

The 1990 Deer Harvest Sum- 
mary Shows that new records were: 
set during both the archery season 
and the shotgun season and that a 
healthy balance of males and 
females was taken in all hunting 
zones, This combination of factors 
underlines the good health and dis- 
tribution of the Massachusetts deer 
herd. 

The 1990 hunting began with 
the special hunt hosted for para- 
plegic sportsmen. Approximately 
30 of these hunters hunted two 
areas of the Berkshires for three 
days and took 10 deer. 

During November, bowhunters 
took to the woods for three weeks 
bringing in a record 1061 deer -- 
171 more than in 1989, 

Shotgunners hunted for nine 
days and brought in 5334 deer set- 
ling a new state record well above 


the 5002 set in 1989, 

Last of the deer seasons was the 
three day primitive firearms season 
during which hunters brought in 
485 deer, a decrease from the 808 
taken in 1989. This decline docs 
nothing to dampen the conviction 
of-Dr,- Steven Williams, Assistant. 
Director for Wildlife and wildlife 
biologist Gary Vecellio that the 
herd, which is estimated at 50,000 
deer statewide, is in good condition 
and that there are plenty of them.

| As hokey as it sounds, this is a 
‘movie with a heart, albeit one 
‘pumping to a backbeat. Director 
Robert Townsend and Keenen 
‘Ivory Wayans co-wrote a bouncy 
little film that may not always har- 
monize, but hits a lot of the right 
‘notes along the way. 
‘Townsend obviously loved the 
Motown melodies of his youth. He 
knew that a sweet harmony and hot 
dance steps could make up for the 
drippiest of lyrics, And basically, 
his film is not that different from 
the music he tried to capture and 
put into some perspective. 

Townsend stars as Duck, a poor, 
struggling songwriter who has a lot 
of unpolished talent. He is the 
cohesive element in a group that 
includes his womanizing older 
brother, played by Leon, a torment- 
ed lead singer (Michael Wright), a 
stable family man with a bass 
(Harry J, Lennix) and Choirboy 
(Tico Wells) who leaves his dad- 
dy's church to go on the road for 
rock-n-roll. 


There is no denying that 
Townsend hits a few cliches along 
the way, but we also have to admit 
that drugs and booze and women 
come with a life spent in spotlights 
or tour buses. Sometimes, however, 
Townsend is over the top, as when 
he portrays women fainting at con- 
certs. He did his research, even 
travelled with the Dells, so I'm sure 
that he could tell us that women, 
did in fact, faint at concerts. But the 
scene in which the Five Heartbeats 
first show their mettle by rendering 
arrival singer's girlftiend-uncort® 
scious, smacks of silliness. 

Still, Townsend reveals the 
poignancy of friendships built on 
mutual ambition and respect, later 
destroyed by the very things these 
‘men wanted. As we watch the Five 
Heartbeats travel down their 10ad 
‘to regret, he reveals the brutal side 
sof.the industry and the toll fame 


can have on those ill-prepared for 
it, 

The script may be spotty, but the 
performance, and the music, aren't. 
Townsend may yet have people 
dancing in the aisles.

"When choosing makcup, it's 
also best to stay away from heavily 
perfumed or oil based products. 
These products can clog pores and 
cause further problems," she stated. 


Makcup alone isn't usually the 
cause of acne, according to Dr. 
Greco. In many cases hand to face 
contact can cause acne. "Our hands 
touch many things during the day. 
When you touch your hands to 
your face, you are often transmit- 
ting oils and dirt, which are irritants 


that can aggravate acne prone 
skin," 

Soaps also cause skin irritations, 
Dr. Greco suggest using Cetaphil, 
Dove, Basis, Purpose or 
Neutragena. And for moisturizers, 
which also can cause skin afflic- 
tions, she recommends Neutragena 
and Moisturel,

Wild turkey restoration in progress 


Highteen wild turkeys have been 
released in Bradley Palmer State 
Forest during the past month by 
staff of the Division of Fisheries 
and Wildlife as part of the state's 
ongoing wild turkey restoration 
program. On February 27, nine 
hens and a gobbler were captured 
in the central Berkshires. Following 
their capture they were weighed, 
measured and banded and trans- 
ported to a prearranged site in 
Topsfield for release. On March 15, 
eight additional hens were released 
in the same vicinity. 

These translocations are part of 
an ongoing restoration program 
which has been conducted by the 
Massachusetts Division of 
Fisheries and Wildlife since 1972. 
In 1972 and ‘73 wild turkeys, live 
trapped in New York state, were 
released in the southern Berkshires 
in an cffort to re-establish the wild 
turkey which has been eliminated 
from the state by habitat changes 
and unregulated use. 

This project successfully estab- 
lished turkeys in the Berkshire and 


since 1979 the MDFW has engaged 
in a program of trapping and 
translocating birds to prime turkey 
habitat in other parts of the state. 
Between 1979 and 1991, 368 
turkeys were relocated to 17 sites 
around the Commonwealth. 
Released birds have been moni- 
tored and have, in all cases, provid- 
ed the nuclei for growing turkey 
populations. During the winter of 
1991 one small group of turkeys 
was released in caste Hamden 
County while a second, larger 
group has been released in 
Topsfield. 


Neither release is complete. In 
both cases most of the birds 
released were female. (In Topsficld 
the current ratio is 17:1!) Jim 
Cardoza, leader of the turkey 
restoration project, observes that 
staff efforts are currently focussed 
on the capture of "a few more 
males" to round out populations in 
the newly established colonies.
